Philadelphia, Pa.—A fireman, re­ 
gardless of how long he has been in 
the service, never fails to get a thrill 
when horse-drawn 
apparatus 
goes 
dashing down the street in the opinion 
of Lieutenant Joseph A. Mathers of 
the Philadelphia 
fire 
department. 
However, it is seldom that one now 
sees horses used to draw the appara­ 
tus of the local department. 
A survey of the city’s fire fighting 
equipment disclosed there were a few 
horses still used. 
They are quartered 
in the city stables and serve five com­ 
panies when the motorized equipment 
is being overhauled 
and 
repaired. 
After the delivery next January of 
22 new pieces of motorized apparatus 
even they will not be needed. 
The duty of the few remaining fire 
horses is limited chiefly to “pinch hit­ 
ting” for the motors in emergencies. 
It is only on 
those infrequent in­ 
tervals that the horse drawn pumper 
with its spirited horses in full gal­ 
lop, can still be glimpsed. 
In every 
firehouse there is at least one man, 
experienced in handling horses, 
who 
could drive if called on. 
The few horses left are veterans of 
many runs, but have been retired by 
motor equipment. 
They 
wait pa­ 
tiently to do their bit when the neces­ 
sity calls and respond as eagerly as 
when they were on regular duty. 
“I regret the passing of the old 
fire horses,” said 
Captain 
Joseph 
Schatt, “but I must admit they can­ 
not compare in speed or endurance 
with motor driven machines.”

Philadelphia, Pa,—Tracks on sev­ 
eral of the suburban divisions of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company in this 
vicinity are being kept clean by a large 
vacuum sweeper which is used to col­ 
lect dust and dirt from the ballast. 
The machine was designed by and con­ 
structed 
under 
the 
supervision 
of 
Superintendent William 
Elmer, 
at 
Altoona. 
After many experiments, Mr. Elmer 
took a flat car and on it mounted a 
series of seven 
parallel 
eight-inch 
pipes with their openings suspended a 
few inches above the track. 
Five of 
the pipes are inside the rails and one 
on each outer side. 
High pressure 
steam from a locomotive is turned in­ 
to the pipes through 
small nozzles 
creating a suction that will lift small 
pieces of rock from the ballast. 
To the rear of the cleaner is a car 
into which the pipes empty. 
This car 
is covered to prevent 
the 
cleanings 
from being scattered over the right 
of way. All connections in the sweep­ 
er are flexible which permits the ap­ 
paratus to be shunted at will about 
the tracks.
